Adolf Hitler. 
"The 
immediate duty of the 


Reichstag is to overthrow the cab- 
inet and impeach me Reich's presi- 
dent and the ministers for violation 
of the constitution," Frau Zetkin j 
said in her opening address.

"This cabinet is the hand maiden

Legion conventions in 29 states 


controlling 956 out of a total of

votes are reported to have 


gone on record already so the na- 
tional convention of the legion will 
be merely ratifying what the state 
conventions have demanded. 


Fifteen states have reversed their 


action of a. year ago when the De- 
troit convention listened to a plea 
from President Hoover and did not 
go on record as favoring the bonus. 


Keports from ex-service men are 


to the effect that the shift in senti- 
ment is due in large part to the 
eviction of the bonus army from 
"Washington. 


The difference between the He- 


publican and Democratic nominees 
on the question however is yet to 
be determined if indeed any exists. 
The Democratic platform commits 
Mr. Hoover to a 25 per cent cut in 
government expenditures. 


Cut Budget 


B. M. Baruch of New York who

The objection made in congress is 


that a borrowing of 52,400,000,000 
would unsettle the bond market and 
cause a drop in the value of govern- 
ment bonds and affect the seconda- 
ry reserves of many banks whose 
solvency would be threatened once 
more. The service men argue that 
the government stretched its credit 
by more than three billions in 
authorizing the creation of the He- 
eonstroction Finance corporation 
and no untoward results followed.

One of the jnost gjgnificsnt signs of

munity. 


With crops frequently,selling at less 


than cost of production, farmers too are 
finding it advantageous to convert the 
produce of their land into the bone and 
muscle of horses to meet the brisker de- 
mand that exists for them. The business of 
breeding colts and selling horses promises 
again to be one of the profit-makers for 
the farmer. 


It may be that the horse will blaze the 


way to that prosperity which many be- 
lieve is in sight. The inquiry for breed- 
ing stock, in Wisconsin and neighboring 
states may be considered as an omen of 
the better days that are coming. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOB PRESIDENT 


In refusing to become a candidate for 


the Democratic nomination for President, 
Mr. Owen D. Young modestly belittled his 
own qualifications. 
"I-just haven't the 


right kind of training to hold down that 
job in the White House," he said. 


It would be interesting to know Mr. 


Young's thoughts on the 
qualifications 


necessary for that high office. Most of 
our Presidents have been men of broad 
experience. Some have been specialists in 
government, in the professions or in 
business, but with few exceptions,... all 
have been men of vision and sound judg- 
ment. 


Perhaps the man best fitted by train- 


ing and experience for his particular time 
to assume the duties of President was 
James A. Garfield, but the assassin's hand, 
within a few short months after his .in- 
auguration, brought to an end what had 
every prospect of becoming a notable ad- 
ministration. 


Looking backward one might conclude 


that the qualifications necessary for the 
Presidency run the gamut of human attri- 
butes. So often has it happened in the 
history of the nation that well-planned 
governmental programs, requiring-no. ex- 
traordinary talent for their accomplish- 
ment, have been disrupted by sudden cri- 
ses that demanded the highest in human 
qualifications to meet them successfully. 


President Lincoln found himself sud- 


denly faced by one of the greatest con- 
flicts in history and President McKlnley, 
within a year after his election, had on his 
hands a war with Spain, which was no 
part of his election program. Similarly, 
monumental problems beset President 
Wilson when the whole world seemed to 
collapse about him and' this unexpected 
situation found human qualities in a col- 
lege professor that will leave their im- 
print upon the nation's history. 
. . 


Everything was running smoothly and 


according to plan for President Hoover 
during the first six months of his in- 
cumbency. Prosperity was scheduled to 
be bigger and better and poverty -was soon 
to be abolished. But expectations were 
suddenly disrupted and there came the 
need of almost superhuman qualifications 
in sound judgment, courage and experi- 
ence to meet the crisis which followed. 


Wo one is competent to sit in judg- 


ment of Mr. Young's opinion of himself. 
His self-appraisal, deprecating his own 
qualifications and training, might readily 
be accepted, in view of his record, as a 
warranty that, were he President, the 
office would be ably administered. 


Emergencies such as now exist in our 


national life demand the highest type of 
leadership — an ideal so often thwarted 
by the machinations of politics. However, 
the highest of human attributes sometimes 
lie dormant in unexpected places, only to 
be brought forth by great emergency and 
triaL

IS EYE EXERCISE BENEFICIAL 


TO THE EYESIGHT OE THE 


APPEARANCE 


Several readers have told me, all 


of them firmly, some of them gent- 
ly, that my opinion, recently .given 
here in reference to eye exercise, 
is wrong. I referred to eye exer- 
cise as "eye water" and asserted 
that the best exercise for the yes is 
looking off at distant scenery, par- 
ticularly forest, field, hill and val- 
ley, natural scenery. It is an ex- 
cellent habit for all who do much 
close work with the eyes to look 
up and away from the work for a 
few moments at regular intervals— 
I said look up, and throw the head 
back to do so. 
An optometrist who calls, himself 
"doctor'' but does not reveal by 
what right he uses the title, writes 
to say he had believed that regard- 
ing things at a distance is rest for 
the eyes, and he would thank me 
to inform >"Tn what muscles such 
use of the eyes exercises. 


Maybe he -would. 
Did I say anything about mus- 


cles? 


Exercise nas a broader meaning 
than many suppose. One may ex- 
ercise the mind when there is no 
question of any muscular action- 
One may exercise or practice relax- 
ation of muscles, for steadiness, 
calm, poise, etc., as well as con- 
traction of muscles for movement 


An ocultist that is, a real doctor 


of medicine who is an eye physi- 
cian, finds that the bowed posture 
in which many persons work, study 
or use their eyes is a factor of near- 
sightedness from actual elongation 
of the shape of the eyeball from 
prolonged dependency of the eyes. 
This is the reason why every one 
who does close or fine work with 
the eyes should make it a habit to 
look UP and away from the work 
for a few moments every five or 
ten minutes. Given a chance for the 
hanging or sagging eyeball to flat- 
ten out again to something like 
its normal spherical shape. 


This observation lends 
more 
weight to the belief of some persons 
that gentle massaging of the eyes 
with finger or thumb, through 
the closed lids, for a few moments 
two "or three times a day, relieves 
fatigue and strain and helps to 
maintain good eyesight They sim- 
ply rest the thumbs on the temples 
while they stroke the upper lids 
in an outward direction a few 
tames with the middle fingers, and 
the fingers on brow while they 
stroke the lower Lds inward with 
the thumbs. This is more or less an 
instinctive rubbing of tired eyes. 


Student aged 24 years had con- 
siderable trouble with Ms eyes, fre- 
quent changes of glasses for far 
sightedness and eye strain, he says. 
Nevertheless his eyes ached and 
he felt tired out after a three or 
four hour period of ciose reading. 
(Most normal eyes do. for that mat- 
ter). More to please the whim of a 
classmate than in any hope of get- 
ting relief he began doing an eye 
exercise consisting of rolling the 
eyes slowly around in their sockets, 
as though following a ball revolv- 
ing around the extreme outer cir- 
cumference of the field of vision, 
with the head held erect and not 
turned with the eyes. Three times 
around one way, then three times 
around the other way, then repeat 
once of twice, but never enough to 
tire the muscles- At first he said 
this caused snapping and crackling 
of the muscles, or some such sensa- 
tion. He Tjerformed this exercise 
two or three times in the course of 
an eveiung's study. His eyes soon 
ceased to trouble him.

know is that it will do no harm.

It seems that the world is getting 


better. New York a century ago 
was a more wicked town than it is 
now. Its dives were more numerous 
and more unclean; the general pub- 
lic had more hypocrisy ^and confu- 
sion in its attitude toward them 
than it has now. 


This, anyhow, is what I gather 


from reading "A New York Tem- 
pest," by Manuel Komroff. 


This is a bulky story about a 


New York murder trial in the 
1830-s. 


A young man from the upper 


middle class gets entangled with a 
girl of the streets, and winds up by 
strangling her to death. Arrested 
and brought to trial, he finds him- 
self the center of a city-wide sen- 
sation. The "better element" of the 
town is all on his side; the rough- 
necks, the Five Points drifters and 
the Bowery toughs are all hot for a 
conviction. 
Everybody in town 


takes sides, and the whole business 
almost ends in a bloody riot 
Evidently New York took its 


murder trials seriously in those 
days. 


Anyway, the young man gets ac- 


quitted, by dint of a bit of perjury 
on the part of his star witness. But 
it does Mm little good. He slides on 
downhill and, at last, kills himself 
to escape from his conscience. And 
I wouldn't be surprised if there 
were a fine moral lesson, or some- 
thing, in it 


The story is chiefly interesting 


for its picture of old-time New York. 
Mr. Komroff seems to have lost the 
touch that put "Coronet" over; this 
book seems over-long and senten- 
tious and often it is rather bore- 
some.
